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Tko Proposed Substitute 
for Steain.

The interesting iiunoancement of a 
fmbstitute for steam ns a motive power 
lias been recently made in Germany 
from a source entitled to hearing. The 
rapid consumption of the earth's fuel 
supply aud tho drain on its forests, at- 
tended by so many disastrous conse- 
quences, have stimulated scientific in- 
ventors to find a successor for steam, 
and it is to bo hoped the present dis- 
covery will prove a success. Tho new 
mortor is carboloum, and its applica- 
tion to machinery is claimed for Dr. 
Barns, of G-roningen, who has devot- 
ed many years to its study and utiliza- 
tion. Experiment lirst taught him 
that when the bicarbonate of sodium 
is heated in a closed space, at a tem- 
porature of eight hundred dogrecs 
Fahrenheit, liquid carbonic acid is 
distilled out of it, having the expansive 
force of fifty or sixty atmospheres. 
Garboleum is not dangerous as an ex- 
plosive, and tho fact that, thus employ- 
ed -as the German inventor proposes, 
it is possessed of enormous motive 
power, was attested by scientific men 
to whom tho experiments were shown. 
Tho heat required to bring out this 
motive power of tho carbonic acid in 
tho now carboleum enginois apparent- 
ly very small when compared with 
that requisite for producing a high 
prossure of steam in the ordinary en- 
gine. In tho former is only three 
pounds of coal per hour for 
each horse power represented by tho 
engine — an amount so small that it 
would be unnecessary in ships driven 
by tho new process to devote much 
Bpace for fuel. The chief value of tho 
invention, however, is claimed to bo 
its practicability in large factories. 
Tho author thinks that for the groat 
industries the c irboloum engine can, 
in nearly every instance, take the place 
of steam. 

The scientific value of this invention 
is immense, it' mechanical ingenuity 
can successfully apply it in tho direc- 
tions indicated by Dr. Beins. If it 
is said that the supply of carboleum 
is not as plentiful as that oloment from 
which steam is made, it may be an- 
flwered it is almost as largo as that of 
coal in some parts of the world. Car- 
boleum is found inexhaustibly in tho 
beds of common chalk in all parts of 
tho earth. As common chalk contains 
carbonic acid to the amount of half 
its weight, it will yield daubla its vol- 
umo of carboleum, And tho ohalk re- 
sources of the earth aro vast beyond com- 

Jtatation. The cretaceous rocks cover a 
argo extont of subterranean Europe and 
Eastern Asia and abound i'» North and 
South America. The ohalk beds which 
cross under the English Chnnuel at Do- 
ver havo been gauged at five hundred 
feet thickness, and similar beds have boon 
found in Franco, Germany and Denmark, 
while the soundings of tho ocean bottom 
show that thor probably exist in a grow- 
ing state in many geological districts 
(according: to some authorities) from 
four hundred feat long tho Atlantic sea- 
board to two thousand live hundred feet 
in tho Upper .Missouri Valley'. 

It is evident, therefore, that tho pro- 
posed successor of steam, if mechanically 
applied, would bo used over the larger 
part of tho world as an invaluabio auxili- 
ary of steam, with an enormous economy 
of coal aud wood. Tho successful intro- 
duction of .such a ir.otivo power, minimiz- 
ing the fuel consumption, would bo ft 
boon of incalculable importance in tho 
manufactures and arts. That the princi- 
ple upon which its introduction is claim- 
ed to be feasible is scientifically correct 
seems hardly to bo doubted. If tho im- 
measurable chalk bods aro stored with 
inerchanical energy, as wo know tho coal 
beds are, tho anxioty of physicists and 
economists, lest tho world's fuel supply 
may fall short in tho lapse of a few cen- 
turies, is dissipated. Tho utilization of 
tho now fuel would give an impetus to all 
industries, and might revolutionize the 
commerce of manufacturing nations 
whoso wealth and political power are 
mainly duo to their coal supplies.

Tho Music Hall 
Was filled last evening, with a pretty 
large audience, anxious to hear this 
authoritative exponent of tho nature, 
need and origin of the Reformed Epis- 
copal Church, The Bishop is a man 
of medium height, with eagerness, 
enthusiasm, energy and determination 
clearly expressed in his face ns well as 
in his ardent, norvous manner, rapid, 
emphatic, though not always distinct, 
enunciation, anil earnest gesticulation, 
so earnest that his heart seems often 
not only in his voice but in his em- 
phatic hands nnd quivering fingers, 
A frequent gesticulation is that of out- 
stretchedto givo emphasis to his words 
Neither appearance nor accent would in- 
dicatohis nationality, though both man- 
ner and gesticulation givo ouo aa impres- 
sion that he must be of Irish closcoiit. Ho 
had a broad and high forehead, some what 
bald, with eager, expressive eyes, soft 
dark hair brushed back from his mobile 
face, a modorato amount of whiskers, but 
neither beard nor moustache, He, as 
well as his colleagues, wear the plain 
black Geneva gown with small bands — a 
costame which, endeared by the sacred 
associations of so many ages, appears to 
Srour correspondent, whatever utilitarian 
•objectors may say, the simple "dignified 
attire most becoming to a pastor of tho 
flock and a preacher of tho Gospel. There 
is no sign of a surplice, and oven the im- 
memorial white lawn sleeves do not form 
part of the Bishop's oostumo, vrtriih in 
the same as that of the other officiating 
clergymen.

The Coast Mail Service. 



During the past season there was a 
"pretense to serve Cassiar and inter- 
mediate communities. The mails -\vero 
supposed to pass once a month; and 
the uteamer California got tho credit 
and the pay for performing that part 
of the so-called service hetwuon Vic- 
toria and Wrangel. It is hardly ne- 
cessary to say that tho whole thing was 
only one remove from tho vorriost 
moclcory. — that Sylvester carried most 
of the letters, Her Majesty very few. 
Little difference who carried them, so 
long as thoy were carried ? Not much, 
if that wero all one had a right to ex- 
pect from an adequate and efficient 
mail service. But wo maintain that it 
isn't all. Tho time has now fully come 
when there should ho regular steam 
communi jation on the coast, perform- 
ed by steamers (British, if possible) ad- 
apted to tho carriage , of passengers 
and freight and under such Govern- 
ment control as would tend in some 
reasonable degree to regulate their 
motion and insure proper treatment. 
British Bteamers if possible, because, 
as was said in a former article, it is 
the true policy of the Dominion, al- 
ready well up in the list of the great 
maritime powers, to encourago by 
every legitimate means tho building 
up of marine interests in the North 
Pacific. British steamers, if possible, 
because no other can, without setting 
our navigation laws at naught, por- 
form the service; and because wo dis- 
pair of having it satisfactorily perform- 
ed by any othor. Steamers engaged 
in the coast service ought to be run 
in the interests of British Columbia, of 
Canada. They ought to call in nt 
Nanaimo and all way places of suffi- 
cient importance; ami it should be 
impossible to treat either passen- 
gers or mails as they were sometimes 
treated during the past seassn. Pro- 
bably two thousand persons resorted 
to Cassiar this year. Possibly more 
than double that number will go noxt 
year. Without desiring to criticise 
the past, would it be politic, would 
it be right to leave four or five thous- 
and people to find their way as best 
they may along tho coast, leave them 
wholly at the mercy of irresponsible 
and for the most part foreign steam- 
boat owners? Wo know very well that 
it is not in tho interest of Victoria 
that it should bo so. By one freak of 
one foreign steamer not long ago fully 
fifty thousand dollars were lost to her. 
It is undeniable that, wero there reg- 
ular steam communication between 
Victoria and Wrangel, say onco every 
week during what is commonly called tho 
open season, performod by suitable steam- 
ers under proper surveillance it would not 
only be infinitely batter for those having 
occasion to pass to and fro between tho 
different point* but it would do very 
much towards securing to British Col- 
umbia the trado and other advantages 
arising out of development along the sea- 
board and in the interior. In truth, with- 
out something of the kind it will bo very 
difficult to retain even what hold we now 
have. Reverting to the question of mail 
lervico pure and simple, it has long been 
felt that Nunaimo is entitled to something 
more than she has yet received. Wore a 
weekly service established between hero 
and Wrangel, it would be tho means of 
giving Nanaimo two mails a wock. Grant- 
ed the desirubility of such a coast service, 
how shall it be accomplished V If it were 
known beyond a doubt that a liberal mail 
subsidy would bo granted by tho Domin- 
ion Government, there is little reason to 
doubt that the steamers would soon bo 
forthcoming. Suitablo steamers might 
not bo available for the next season; but 
the sooner that prerequisite is sett-led the 
sooner will tho steamers bo on hand. 
This question is, in some respects, close- 
ly allied to that of tho boundary, which 
wo aro glad to find the Chamber of Com- 
merce taking up: inasmuch as the settle- 
ment of tho boundary might have an im- 
portant bearing upon the class of steam- 
ers to be imployed in the eorvico. The 
whole subject is one which we feel to be 
of very great importance to this Province 
and, in fact, to tho interests of tho Dom- 
inion on tho Pacific; and it is moat earn* 
estly to bo hoped that it will receive 
oarly and proper attention. 



Caught a Tartar. 

It was during tho Russian war 
that a scout triumphantly exclaimed, 
"I've caught a Tartar." "Bring him," 
in responded tho officer in command. 
"Ho won't let me," replied the valiant 
scout. The fact was the Tartar had 
caught the scout. This amusing in- 
cident which gave birth to tho phrase, 
"Caught a Tartar," is forcibly brought 
to our mind by the attitude of the local 
Government towards tho Dominion 
Government and the Railway negotiations 
"I've caught a Tartar", shouts Walkemj 
"I've whipped Mackenzie into terms." 
Whereas the fact is tho little Premier 
has been caught by a Tartar, and has 
been whipped into terms. It occurred 
in this way: Lord Carnarvon wrote to 
Mr, Mackenzie, through Lord Dufferin, 
asking what ho was prepared to do to- 
wards conciliating Columbia. The re- 
ply was substantially tho terms Mr. 
Mackenzie WM prepared to give 
through Mr. Edgar; what ho told our 
representatives in May he was ready to 
give; what ho 1ms all along through 
private letters oxproBsod his willingness 
to give. Lord Carnarvon turned to Mr. 
"Walkem and said, in offect: "Tho ortbr 
appears to bo fair, and Columbia had 
hotter aceopt." And tho man who, in 
May turned liiB back upon substantially 
tho saino terms and went to London for 
tho purpose of compelling Canada to ful- 
fill tho old, [i impossible bond.flndiug him- 
. i • a ■ i Him , f 



self completely cornered, gasped in tho 
ear of Lord Carnarvon, "I accept I ao- 
copt:' but shouted back to Columbia'Tvo 
caught a Tartar." Well, bring him in 
then, — or lather, lot him bring you in. 
Yesterday's attempt of the organ to lot 
its masters down easy is indeed amusing. 
In a flaring headed announcement 
which it did not venture to call a telegram 
it tolls its readers (1) that Mr. Walkem 
arrived at Kingston on the 5th, — whieh 
cannot Lo true if, as it announced, ho 
only sailed from Liverpool on the 27th 
ult.; (2) that railway construction shall 
bo commenced on tho Island at onco and 
on tho Mainland so goon as tho survey 
shall warrant,— what Mr. Mackenzie has 
all along boen willing to do; (3) that 
there shall bo a minimum expenditure on 
railway construction in this province of 
two millions a year, — precisely what Mr. 
Mackenzie lias been offering for over bix 
months; (4) that there shall bo railway 
communication from, the Pacific to Lako 
Superior; — exactly what is provided for 
in Mr. Mackenzie's Railway Act. Having 
made this astounding announcement un- 
der half-a-column of sensation, the organ 
proceeds, by way of contrast, to weave a 
tissue of lies and label it '■Mackenzie's 
Railway Policy," and then shouts again, 
" I've caught a Tartar !"

KEFFIEJI VS. JOUN J. HAltT. 

Iu the jury oiupanollcd Wm, McKay 
■was chosen Foreman, 

A number of the jury wore challenged. 

Iu this case Mr. Robertson appeared 
for the plaintiff instructed by Mr. Eli 
Harrison. 

Mr. McUrei-rht and Mr. Courtney np- 
poarod for the dofenco. 

The laarnod Judge, addressing. Mr. 
MoCreight, said ho had been called to try 
this case without u jury; but ho distinct- 
ly preferred tho decision of a jury. 

Mr. Robertson, iu opening tlio case 
for tho plaintiff', said the suit by the 
plaintill' was for recovery of tho sum of 
$■103 it) for goods sold and delivered, 
money advanced and interest accruing. 
The defendant pleaded, 1st, never indebt- 
ed; 2nd, thai he had satisfied by pay. 
ment; 3rd, that plaintiff was indebted to 
defendant for goods sold and delivered 
and money paid. 

Defendant asserted that plaintiff hav- 
ing become insolvent he had paid to the 
assignees of the plaintill' all elaimos due 
to him. 

Antoine KefBer sworn — Was' plaintiff 
in the action; had business transactions 
with tho defendant between tho years 
1865 and 1866. I came down from Alas- 
ka in tho schooner Kate; en tho 18th of 
July, 1S70, had conversation with Patter- 
son; soon after was arrested by tho Sheriff 
for debts due to Fiterre and put in gaol. 
My furs on board [ could not touch; de- 
fendant, came to mo when in gaol and 
said, "If you want to give mo your furs 
I will bail you out; I u:n buying a con- 
signment for Dal by and I will give you a 
good price." I was bailed out by Dalby 
and his father; the Hudson Bay Co. and 
plaintill' gave bids for tho furs; plaintill' 
was the highest and I sold to him. Tho 
amount was about $640; I delivered the 
furs to the defendant; defendant nevor 
paid me n cent for the furs at that time. 
Dalby said on the delivery of tho fui 4 3, 
"come to-morrow and we will have a set- 
tlement:" had no settlement with Dalby 
beoanse Dalby bad given tho cheque to 
Hart; on asking defendant for tho money 
he said "you owe mo the money;" I told 
defendant if he did not pay mo I would 
huvn'him arrested; I said, come on board 
and I will show you your promissory 
notes paid; they were paid by me to the 
assignees of Hart and Holden and wore 
given to Hart; when I subsequently came 
,to Victoria Hart's affairs wore in tho 
bands of the assignees; Hart came on 
board to examine the promissory notes; 
I told him I had paid; he looked at tho 
notes and said, these aro no notes; pre- 
sently my wife said, "look, Hart is put- 
ting tho notes in his pocket." Defendant 
took them out of his pocket and said they 
were no good; I put them in my trunk; 
after this they got wet and I threw tiiein 
away thinking they were of no value; I 
went with defendant to Mr. Davies' oflice; 
defendant said, "I v. ill give you $70, tho 
balance is due to me;" whoa I said I will 
take that, defendant hid himself and ran 
away so r I could not arrest him; this was 
in 1870, two days after, tho sale of the 
furs; defendant returned to Victoria in 
lS7f, when 1 &o\ him arrested, which is 
the present notion LA, eertiliad copv of 
tno assignment' Tn mi Holden and Hart, 
dated June 1 lib, ibtifi, to the trustees, 
Stewart A: Adams, was here handed in. J 
Plaintiff was asked for payment of the 
notes by Robertson Stewart., and paid 
them. The notes were then given to me 
by Goldstoue, a .d were the same as those 
shown to defendant. 

Gross-examined by Mr. McCreigbt — I 
gavo two notes to Hart, in amount from 
§100 to §110; did not know Hart iu 1862 
at Ktiekeen; could not recollect bringing 
freight to Hart in 1864 at Comox, and 
taking in return some produce; tho assig- 
nees handed me the notes when Gold- 
stono, Capt. Patters in and another man 
were present;! only gave Hnrt 2 notes; I 
cannot read, but will swear to my name; 
Hart never arrested me and detained mo 
in prison; Hart made no claim on me for 
§250. Hart gave mo §70 out of tho §659 
received for the furs; Hart told me there 
was §22.") due to Fiterre and §25 duo to S. 
Harris; it was about 7 or 8 days after 
coining out of pWaon 1 ;">t the §90 at the 
settlement at Davies' offices; I went to 
Drake .V Jackson to gel Hart arrested. 

Theodore Davie sworn— There were 2 
copies of the document, both signed in 
my presence; plaintiff took ono document 
away with him,* Hart took his document 
away with bun ] have nothing to show 
except a letter winch 1 believe embodies 
the fads, which ivfts supplied to mo by 
Hart from his memorandum book. 

AFTERNOON SITTING. 

A. KoJUer w, is recalled and askod by 
Counsel for defence if lie had ever been 
arrested for selling whiskey to Indians. 

He declined to answer and was sustain- 
ed by the Court, 

Wm. Da) by testified that Hart bought 
the furs for him on commission and was 
paid for them by him. 

Tho dofenco called several witnesses, 
Among others, the defendant Hart, who 
testified that tho money was duo to him 
by Keffler for goods supplied at Comox, 
and that Keillor's notes were deposited 
with Robertson Stewart as security for a 
debtduo to him by Hart A. Holden.

This ground was graded and tho (day ex- 
posed before lMO'O. In ISM it was sub- 
soiled by prison labor, vet nature up to 
tho present time never induced a veget- 
able form above a toadstool to tako up 
its habitation on its surface. Somo doubt 
thereforo exist about tho success of tho 
effort, seeing that only comminution and 
commingling of the clay with itself have 
becu the preparation. I remain,

A REPLY TO ARCHDEACON W00D8. 

The Archdeacon has written a long 
thesis in tho Standard of the 5th instant, 
to prove that Schism ia not only a sin, 
but a continued stale of sin. Every school- 
boy knows that a Schism is a division or 
separation. Tho Archdeacon bases all 
his arguments on tho Anglican or Church 
of England stand-point. Has he ever 
considered his own positiou, and that of 
the Anglican Church from a Roman 
Catholic stand-point? Before tho timo 
of Henry VIII. tho Anglican Church did 
not exist. The immediate cause of its 
existence was that King's quarrel with 
the Pope. The former was thon declar- 
ed to bo head of tho church. Head of 
what church? Of the Reformed Churoh, 
which was very soon afterwards separated 
and divided, from tho yisiblo Catholic 
Church then existing throughout the 
tho world. In tho reign of Queen Eli- 
zabeth tho "articles of roligion" wore 
adopted, and the English liturgy sub- 
stituted for tho mass, thus completely 
changing tho doctrine and servico of tho 
Church of England. Iu this reign, also, 
Bishops were consecrated without any 
authority from tho Pope Tho church of 
England thus beenmo a Protostant 
church, tho Bishops of which made com- 
mon cause with thoso non-Episcopal 
bodies that had separated from tho 
Church of Homo. Somo of tho Bishops 
who acted as conseerators held with Crnu- 
mer, that ordination or consecration Was 
not necessary to tho making of a Bishop, 
and that Bishops wore not necessary to 
tho constitution of a church. Other 
bodies of Christians havo siuoo dissented 
from tho doctrines and ceremonies of tho 
Church of England. They have divided 
or separated themselves from that church, 
in a manner similar to tho separation of 
that church from tho ono visible Catho- 
lic Church of Christ as thou oxisting. But 
they havo not therefore coa3«d to be 
members of the Church of Christ. They 
all hold "one Lord, onoFaith, ouo Bap"- 
tism, ono God and Father of all," Their 
views aro dissimilar in immaterial mat- 
ters, ox: gr. church policy and Govorn- 
mont. 

Tho question as to whether, our Sav- 
iour "has loft an authority on earth to 
convert His whole church into one visible 
organization" is certainly u wide ques- 
tion, and ono which I. think, the Arch- 
deacon has done woll in lotting alono. 
Neither tho [doctrines of Caesarism nor 
ultramontanlsm can bo seriously main- 
tained in this 19th century, and aro of 
little moment or interest to this com- 
munity as concrete questions. 

The Arohdbaoon affirms and maintains 
that "Christ has left an authority on 
earth to decide contention on vital truth," 
but ho docs not toll us who or what tho 
authority is. Tho Roman Catholio 
Church claims the authority solely. Tho 
Anglican Churoh claims it. also, but only 
so far as a warrant may ho found in Holy 
Scripture (art. rol: VI.) The Archdea- 



con states the present question to be;— 

Does the recont separation from the 
Churoh of England, and tho endeavour- 
ing to set up a "Froo Episcopal Chureh" 
amount to a Schism in and from the body 
of Christ?" and says that in order to de- 
cide this question, wo havo only to an- 
swor this preliminary question, "lathe 
Church of England a faithful, true, and 
real branch of the Holy Catholio Church 
throughout tho world? Is she a part of 
the ono Catholio and Apostolic Ohureh"? 
To these last questions I answer that I 
believe aha is, but I dony that a lepara- 
lion from her, is necessarily a separation 
from tho Body of Christ. For by carry- 
ing this argument to its logical conclu- 
sion it would follow that tho Churoh of 
EuRland, having separated from the Ca- 
tholio Churoh, is thereby separated from 
the Body of Christ. That the Prosbytor- 
ian Churoh, tho Wesleyan, the Baptist, 
tho Independent and, iu fact, all other 
member* of the Church of Christ, are 
separated from the Body of Christ. For 
I do not suppose that tho Archdeacon 
would affirm that these last mentioned 
ohurchos aro not members of our Saviour's 
Body or Church here below. Nor do I 
agreo with the Archdeacon that tho form 
of church government established and 
continued by our Saviourand his Apostles 
was that by Apostolical succession pure 
and simple. 1 think I can demonstrate to 
him from historical records that the 
Apostolical succession in a pure sense, or 
in any other sense, cannot be proved, and 
also, that somo of tho tricks in tho so- 
called chain of succession, were anything 
but pure, either in a moral or ohristian 
senso. It may bo well to glance for a mo- 
ment at the origin of this Schismatical 
movement, although I must disdain any 
intention of takiug up tho cudgels for 
our respected Pastor, *ho is well able to 
defend himself. Tho lato Archdeacon of 
Vancouver toek advantage of the use of 
tho Dean s pulpit to advooate"Ritualism." 
This efiloressence and oxcresenoe of High 
Chnrchism has now by an act of the Im- 
perial Parliament been declared to bo il- 
legal. The Dean who bolonged to the 
Evanglical or Protestant party in tho An- 
glican church, protested against tho doc- 
trines of tho Archdeacon. Many of the 
congregation, among whom were those 
holding high social positions, approved 
of tho protest. I always thought it inex- 
pedient, though certain that under simi- 
lar oircumstauees, I should have acted in 
a like manner. For this protost tho Dean 
was censured by tho Bishop of the Diocese, 
in what many held to bo a most harsh 
manner. Now what was the Dean ta do? 
Was he, as a Christain Minister, to hear 
false and pernicious doctrines openly ad- 
vocatod from hisown pulpit, and that by a 
man of such notoriously vicious life? 
Many of those who disaprovod of his pro- 
test said "he might have preached the 
opposite doctrino »nd confuted the Arch- 
deacon in his next sermon." This appears 
plausible; but to any one who will read 
the 53d Canon, it will bo plain that oven 
that courae would have been illegal, for 
the Canon roads thus;(I am quoting from 
tho Chief Justice order, not having a oopy 
of the Canons at hand.) 

"If any preacher shall in the pulpit 
particularly or namely of purpose impugn 
or confute any doctrino delivered by any 
other preacher in the same Ohmroh, or in 
any Churoh near adjoining, "etc. Now I 
ask any one who has watched the events 
which havo happened in the Anglican 
Chureh for tho past few mouths whether 
the sympathy was not all on tho side of 
the "Ritualist*' by thoso in authority; 
and if this be so, what chance would the 
Dean baTe hail of escaping eeclesiastical 
censure, had ho ventured to confute tho 
illegal and false doctrines of the Arch- 
deacon? All subsequent events havo been 
tinctured and affected, on both sides, by 
the action taken iu this case; and it is 
difficult to see how any result other than 
that which has eorno about uould h»p» 
pen. It in easy to see that those who 
sympathized with Mr. Cridge felt that 
peace could only bo restored by one of 
tho belligeronts retiring from the contest. 
I for one believe that the movement has 
boon for good. Wo carry with us, as a her:', 
tage from our forofnthers, tho beautiful 
and Soriptural Liturgy, and the 39 article* 
(whether Calvinistio or not) and only 
ignore what we hold to be germs of Pop- 
ery in the Book of Common Prayer. 
WhatoYcr valuo may attaoh to Episcopal 
ordorand ordination, romains to us. The 
High Churoh party claim the Prayer 
Book as essentially a High Church doon- 
ment (vido oontompy 7. Rev; July p, 303.) 
Wo willingly yield it to them, feeling 
suro thatjth'ey will leave us in tho quiet en- 
joyment of our own. I desire to bo un- 
derstood that in tho foregoing remarks, 
I have not sought to reflect in any way 
upon tho beliof of the Roman Catholics. 
They aro entitled to respect whilst they 
consieentiously act up to their belief. My 
complaint is against those of tho Angli- 
can Clergy who, whilst belonging to a 
church, which if not Protestant, is a de- 
lusion aad a snare, are systematically 
misleading their flock and preparing them 
for a reunion with tho Church of Romo. 
In conclusion, may I venture to refer the 
Archdeacon to the assurance (which is 
very comforting to us poor Schismatics) 
of our Blessed Saviour, "For where two 
or three are gathorod together in my 
name, there am I in the midst of thorn."

LAST NIGHT^DISPATCHES. 

Eastern Stales. 

Washington, Doo. 4.— Tho President 
has not been officially notified yet of the 
arrival of King Kaiakana from San Fran- 
cisco overland, and no arrangements have 
been deoided upon as to the roeeption. 

A Washington dispatch foresha lows rn 
early favorable action on tho Houso bills 
for the admission of Colorado and New 
Mexico with the object of adding four 
Republican Senators and two Congress- 
men io the present bodies. 

Pittsburg, Deo. 5.— Owing to a disa- 
greement in tho Convention to-day ho- 
tweon tho iron puddlors and the manu- 
facturers all tho mills excepting two or 
three will suspend work. Ou Monday 
tho manufacturers decided to reduce tho 
rate from SO to £5 per ton for puddling 
iron, which reduction tho workmen refus- 
ed to accept. 

Europe 

Lokdox, Deo. 5. — A ship, snpposod 
to bo the Poutiao of Sunderland, for 
Bombay, has been burned at sea; 16 of 
tho crow perished. 

Fivo fresh cases of small-pox are re- 
ported in Liverpool in the workhouse 
nmong tho steerage passengers of tho 
steamer Abbotsford . 

Sir Arthur Hamilton Gordon, formerly 
of Trinidad and Mauritius, has been up- 
pointed Governor of Fiji Islands. 

Twenty rifles and bayonets with ammu- 
nition have been seized iu Cork, and one 
man has been arrested. 

The Foreign Oflioo has a dispatch stat- 
ing that Dr. Livingstone's journals have 
readied Zanzibar. 

Rome, Doc. 4.— The Popo has absolute- 
ly refused to recommend Bishops impri- 
soned in Brazil to resign their Sees us a 
measure of reconciliation of their differ- 
ence with the Government. 

Paris, Dec. 5.— The National Assembly 
has been engaged in an exciting debate 
for the past two days on a bill supported 
by clerical deputies for frooing the Uni- 
versity from the control of tho Stato. Tho 
principal speakers were Bishop Dupan- 
loup, legitimist, and Chalmol La Oonr, 
radical. Dupanloup in the Bourse of his 
remarks, passionately declared danger to 
society to bo apprehended from tho 
frionds of those who favored shooting the 
Archbishop of Paris. Tho remark occa- 
sioned a groat tumult in tho Chamber. 
Upon the restoration of order Chalmol La 
Conr retorted upon Bishop Dupanloupe 
in a speech of great bitterness. Ho said 
ho loft such personalities to the judg- 
ment of henest men, thoso who had somo 
regard left for tho dignity of the French 
Episcopate. Upon tho conclusion of tho 
discussion the bill passed a second read- 
ing by a vote of 553 against 133. 

St. Petersbtro, Dec. 5.— The Russian 
Government has senta note to the various 
powers inviting them to participate in 
the Conference to bo hold hore to resume 
the diaoussion of the question submitted 
to the Conference lately held at Brussels.
